The preliminary engineering 
and architectural studies were 
made at the request of the Mis- 
souri Highway Department and 
the Illinois Department of Pub- 
lic Works and Buildings. The 
proposal has not been approved 
yet by either of these bodies or 
by the United States Bureau of 
Public Roads. 


$30,601,000 Cost. 


Cost estimates submitted for 
the bridge and the interchanges 
in Missouri 


as follows: 

Bridge and roadway construc- 
tion—$11,998,000. 

Missouri approach and _ inter- 
change—$6,607,000.

Missouri right of way and

It is expected the total may be 
reduced somewhat, since the 


bridge cost was estimated on the | 


basis of roadways 54 feet wide 
whereas widths of 52 feet are 
being adopted. The Federal Gov- 
ernment would pay 90 per cent 
of the cost under the interstate 
program. 


In reply to a question today, | 


Mayor Raymond R. Tucker said 
the city “‘certainly will not op- 
pose construction of the bridge”’ 
because of its nearness to Mac- 
Arthur Bridge, from which the 
city derives tolf\revenue. 


Tucker Favors Project. 


Mayor Tucker said he favors | 


the new bridge. He added it 
might have ‘‘some temporary 
effect on traffic on MacArthur 
Bridge.”’ 

The city has enough funds 


remaining in the 1955 bond issue | 
for expressways to pay not only 


its share for completion of the 
Ozark and Daniel Boone Ex- 
pressways but also to pay the 


city’s estimated $250,000 share | 


in the building of the proposed 
bridge, he said. 

He explained that the bond 
issue was figured on the city 
paying 50 per cent of the cost of 
these projects, but some of these 
projects have become eligible 
for 90 per cent federal funds. 
As a result, the city has money 
left which wasn’t expected. 

A’ tunnel was considered for 
the crossing, but it was discard- 
ed when studies showed it would 
cost about $102,000,000. 

The single-level, deck-girder 
type was recommended by the 
engineering firm as the most 
economical and feasible of sev- 
eral types considered. Because 
of its clean lines and relative

“For obvious reasons,”’ Rusk 
said, ‘‘it is not possible to talk 
about the details’’ of. any pro-

Rusk did not rule out the pos- 
sibility of a summit meeting 
over Berlin. But, if there is one, 
he said, there should be full 
preparation so that it can be 
successful. 

Should Protect Interests. 

Asked if the West would fight 
if there were any interference 
with access to West Berlin, Rusk 
replied:

ITALY PROPOSES 
EARLY TALKS ON 
BERLIN DISPUTE

ROME, Aug. 21 — The Italian 
government has proposed to its 
allies that negotiation on Berlin 
be undertaken with the Soviet 
Union within two or three weeks. 

The Italians have urged further 
that confidential preparations for 
such an exchange begin 
promptly. 

Aids of Premier Fanfani dis- 
closed the move in a carefully 
phrased statement apparently 
written by the Premier himself. 


Italy is not one of the four 
occupying powers in Germany, 
but it feels. concerned because 
of threats Premier Khrushchev 
made recentiy in Moscow to 
wipe out Italy as a base of 
American intermediate range 
missiles in the event of a gen- 
eral atomic. clash. 

Fanfani, who recently visited 
Moscow, did not say when or 
how he asked for the Berlin 
September talks with Russia. 
Presumably he offered the idea 
to Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
and to West German Chancellor 
Adenauer in their closely guard- 
ed talks a week ago.

—The volume of American goods 
licensed for shipment to Com- 
munist countries increased by 
more than 800 per cent in the 


three weeks following President 


Kennedy's address to the nation 
on Berlin. 

This has been a cause of both | 
concern and embarrassment to 
high Administration officials 
aware of the statistics, which | 
have received scant public 
attention. 

Steps have been taken to re- 
verse the upward trend, al- 
though there has been no formal | 
change in export control regula- 
tions. 

An Associated Press tabula- 
tion of daily export licensing 


reports, made available by the 
Department of Commerce, 
showed: 


In the three weeks preceding 
Mr. Kennedy’s July 25 television- 
radio address on the Berlin 
crisis, the department authorized 
the shipment of $750,196 in 
American goods to the Soviet 
Union and her European satel- 
lites. 

Total Soared. 
In the three succeeding weeks, 


the licensing total soared to 
$6,278,566. 
The department ruled that 


none of the proposed shipments 
would endanger national secur- 
ity. Export regulations prohibit 
shipments to Iron Curtain coun- 
tries of goods calculated to 
increase their war-making poten- 
tial. 

The licensing officials appar- 
ently continued to take a busi- 
ness-as-usual attiude, running 
counter to sista opinion as 


assessed by Secretary of Com- 
merce Luther H. Hodges, who 


said at an Aug. 8 press con- 


ference: 

“I think the whole tempo and 
temper of our people in the 
last six or eight weeks has 
changed toward the question of 
any kind of trade with Russia.”’ 

Hodges has met several times 
this month with Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk to discuss trade 
with the Communist bloc. The 
two cabinet members met last 
week with a group of House 
members who favor new trade 
curbs because of the Berlin 
crisis. 

As a result of these meetings, 
licensing officials have been told 
to take a harder look at pro- 
posed exports to Iron Curtain 
countries. The effect can he 
seen already in the daily trend 
of licensing: 

Aug. 9, $1,600,000; Aug. 10,

Report By Hodges. 

Licensing so far in the July- 
September quarter is approach- 
ing the total for the preceding 
three months. 

Hodges issued a report yester- 
day which said $12,948,090 in 
goods were licensed in the April- 
June quarter. Rejected license 
applications totaled $2,786,377 in 
the three months. 

This compared with first quar- 
ter licenses of $23,824,754 and 
rejections of $24,916,528. 


Of the approved April-June 
licenses, nearly 75 per cent, or 
$8,254,173, involved the Soviet 
Union.

LA PAZ, Aug. 21 (AP)—Five 
persons were killed and 20 in- 
jured yesterday in political riots 
in Santa Cruz, press reports said 
today. 

The riots erupted from demon- 
Strations in support of Senator 
Luis Sandoval Moron, ~ Santa 
Cruz political boss, who has 
been accused by his own polit- 
ical party of complicity in large- 
scale smuggling operations. in 
eastern Bolivia. 

Santa Cruz was declared a 
military zone Aug. 2 after a 
Constellation plane flown by 
Americans landed in that eastern 
city and was seized on smuggling 
charges. The five members of 
the crew were arrésted. 

Fired From Post. 

Sandoval Moron was fired 
from his post of leader of the 
government's political party, the 
National Revolutionary Move- 
ment, after the plane incident. 
He has remained in La Paz and 
the government of President 
Victor Paz Estenssoro has re- 
fused him permission to return 
to Santa Cruz. 

The riots developed after dem- 
onstrations in the main square 
by the senator’s followers, who 
demanded that Sandoval Moron 
be allowed to return home. The 
demonstrations got out of hand 
and ‘troops and police moved in 
and broke them up. 

The Ministry of the Interior 
said the demonstrators at first 
announced their support of both 
Paz Estenssoro and Sandoval 
Moron but followers of the sen- 
ator ‘“‘apparently tried to take 
over the principal public build- 
ings on the square.” 

Many Reported Arrested. 

The rioters swept aside the 
small army and police patrol, 
the ministry said. The Santa 
Cruz army command rushed re- 
inforcements which fired to 
break up the rioters and chased 
them away from the buildings.

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PERCY W. BRIDGMAN, 
NOBEL WINNER, Dit 


RANDOLPH, N.H., Aug. 20 
(AP)— Percy W. Bridgman, a 
Nobel prize winning physicist 
and a retired Harvard Univer- 
sity professor, was found dead 
at his simmer home here yes- 
terday. A medical examiner 
ruled the death a suicide. 

State police said he shot him- 
self with a sawed-off rifle. His 
wife found the body. The Bridg- 
mans live in Cambridge, Mass. 
He had been suffering from can- 
cer. 

He won the Nobel Prize in 
physics in 1946. He had also 
done extensive research work in 
the field of high pressure. 

In 1933 he won the Comstock 


prize, bestowed every five years 
by the National Academy of Sci- 
ence for outstanding scientific 
achievements. He won the Rum- 
ford Medal from the American 
Academy of Arts and Sciences 
in 1927, and the Roozeboom 
Medal of the Royal Academy of 
Sciences of Amsterdam. 

He was a prolific writer and 
turned out several scientific 
books, among them ‘‘The Logic 
of Modern Physics,” as well as 
scores of technical papers. 

In 1939, he issued a widely- 
hailed ‘‘Manifesto on Science,”’ 
banning citizens of totalitarian 
states from  his_ laboratory. | 
Later, several other intefnation- 
ally known scientists followed 
him in closing their doors to 
citizens of Germany, Italy, Rus- 
sia and Japan. 

He was awarded the Nobel 
Prize for his invention of a ma-

The Longer School Year 


An interesting letter td your let- 
ters column several days ago set 
off a chain reaction in my mind. It 
flatly proposed that the school year 
in our public schools should be 
lengthened to a year-around term. 


This has been suggested many 
times before and it is sound reason- 
ing. But it is not an easy thing to 
do. Our state school system, with 
its attendant financial aid to local 
school districts, is based upon a 
school year of 180 days; local dis- 
tricts build their program at or near 
this level. Teachers’ salaries are 
based on about a nine-month school 
year, To increase the normal school 
year to 11 or 12 months would mean 
a 20 per cent to 30 per cent increase 
in teaching costs and an increase in 
administrative and other costs. 


But there are many reasons why 
such a proposal should receive 
careful consideration. 


In our 12 years of public educa- 
tion we now require 2160 days of 
school out of over 4000. By using 
the educational plant we now have, 
we could compress the same 
amount of teaching into 11 years 
simply by lengthening the school 
“year to about 200 days, or into 10 
years by lengthening the year to 
220 days (or 10 and 11 months, re- 
spectively). 

[I do not advocate 11 months of 
school for the youngest elementary 
students, but a plan whereby stu- 
dents in the middle grades would 
attend school for 10 months and 
those in high school for 11 months 
would give us better utilization of 
our plant and teaching talents.

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Faster Than We Think 


Two spectacular developments, the one sin- 
ister and the other benign, are changing our 
world more rapidly than many of us realize. 
One is divisive and threatening. It is cen- 
tered in the Kremlin. The other is*unifying 
and productive. It is centered in Europe’s 
Common Market. Perhaps because fear is so 
powerful a motivating force, most of us have 
been concentrating on the frustration of the 
former. Few of us have done very much to 
promote the latter though it may be the 
world’s salvation. On this, hear Jean Mon- 
net, prime mover in the establishment of the 
Common Market: 


A partnership between Europe and Amert- 
ca would make it possible ultimately to over- 
come the differences between East and West. 
For what is the Soviet objective? It is to 
achieve a Communist world, as Mr. Khrush- 
chev has told us many times. When this be- 
comes so obviously impossible that nobody, 
even within a closed society, can any longer 
believe it, then Mr. Khrushchev or his suc- 
cessor will accept the facts. The condition 
will at last exist for turning so-called peace- 
ful co-existence into genuine peace. 


Almost automatically some dismiss this as 
a Utopian dream. Yet those who do so think 
with minds geared to other centuries than the 
twentieth. They still think in terms of na- 
tional, linguistic, cultural and traditional dif- 
ferences. They do not appreciate the customs 
and the habits which had to be cast aside to 


begin the integration of France and Ger- 


many, an integration in which the British is- 
landers now desire to participate. Changes 
have been wrought since the last war’s end at 
a rate undreamed of in all prior history. 


Washington has fostered the unification 
Europe for the sake of the consolidation 
the West. But even more must be done 
for all our good intentions, we are not, 
Representative Reuss of Wisconsin warns, 
“paint ourselves into a corner” and to create 
a more dangerous economic split than that 
which was threatened by the division of Eu- 
rope between the Six and the Seven. 


The Europeans are making remarkable 
progress toward the elimination of trade 
barriers between them. At the same time 
they are committed perforce to a common ex- 
ternal tariff. This is to be based on an aver- 
age of the highs and the lows of the indi- 
vidual Common Market members. In gen- 
eral, that means higher tariffs against Ameri- 
can goods. 


While there has been a desire so far to ex- 
tend benefits to non-members of the Com- 
mon Market, this cannot be expected indefi- 
nitely without reciprocity. So there is warrant 
for Mr. Reuss’s suggestion of a free-world 
common market “in which each adhering 
member would agree to cut tariffs on indus- 
trial goods 10 per cent a year for the next 
10 years, down to zero.” And if we are to 
join Europe economically, why not go all the 
way to political association as well? Would 
this really be much more far-fetched than the 
step Great Britain is now taking? 

Americans have long heard advocates of an 
Atlantic federation compare the present West- 
ern alliance to the Articles of Confederation 
under which the colonies fought the Revolu- 
tionary War. The West has been urged also 
to form ‘“‘a more perfect union.” Considering 
the pace of events abroad, this should no 
longer be inconceivable. Jean Monnet also 
said, “today all our major problems go be- 
yond national frontiers. . . . What is neces- 
Sary is to move toward a true Atlantic Com- 
munity in which common institutions will be 
developed to meet common problems.” Can 
we afford much longer to seek to adjust com- 
mon interests by cumbersome diplomacy in- 
stead of by the direct method of common 
legislation? 

This would not mean transforming our way 
of life. It would mean only common decisions 
on common problems. This has rightly been 
called “the process of civilization.” It is not 
to be achieved overnight. But at least its 
first steps should be considered. The world 
is moving faster than we think. 


The Drug Indictments 


Disclosures that came out of Senator Ke- 
fauver’s inquiry into the drug industry should 
have prepared the public for the criminal 
indictments returned by a federal grand jury 
in New York. Three of the nation’s largest 
manufacturers of antibiotics and three of their 
top executives were charged with maintaining 
unreasonably high and non-competitive prices 
and monopolizing the production and distribu- 
tion of the drugs since November 1953. 


The drugs are aureomycin, terramycin and 
tetracycline, widely used in the treatment of 
a variety of infectious diseases. One of the 
effects of the conspiracy, the indictment said, 
was to deprive patients, retail druggists, 
wholesalers, hospitals and government agen- 
cies of the benefits of competition, presum- 
ably lower prices for these important drugs. 
The companies—Pfizer, American Cyanamid 
and Bristol-Meyers—and individuals denied 
the charges, and they have adequate resources 
to defend themselves successfully in court. 

Attorney General Kennedy says the three 
indicted companies do 70 per cent of the 
business in the drugs, and that retail prices 
in 1959 totaled $250,000,000. It is obvious 
that many thousands of sufferers would bene- 
fit if these prices could be reduced. 


Discomfiting Neighbor? 

The probability is that Monday’s elections 
in British Guiana will produce not only the 
postwar period’s forty-first free nation—rela- 
tively free, in any event—but also a discom- 
fiting and radical neighbor on the coast of 
South America. 

Dr. Cheddi Jagan, an American-educated 
East Indian dentist, is expected to lead his 
Peoples Progressive Party to a sweeping vic- 
tory and a socialist program. He did just 
that in 1953, and advocated what Britain took 
to be a Communist program. British war- 
ships went to the.aid of the sugar and rice 
planters who control the thin export economy 
and got rid of the Jagan government. In 
1957, however, the PPP won limited govern- 
mental rights. Now, after 150 years of colo- 
nial. rule, Britain has promised full internal 
independence, but will still control defense 
and foreign affairs. 

The prospects for a Jagan victory have 
been viewed with adequate alarm by such 
members of Congress as Senator Dodd and 
Representative Rousselot of California, a mem- 
ber of the John Birch Society. They have 
demanded action by the United States and 
Britain, but Britain is acting without alarm, 


and what action the United States could take 
remains a mystery. It would be difficult to 
justify American intervention in either a 
British colony or'an independent nation. 

British authorities have courted Jagan since 
they unseated him eight years ago. For his 
part, the PPP leader points to a new consti- 
tution guaranteeing individual rights and free 
and regular elections. He can also claim ° 
some economic advances and reforms encour- 
aged by his party in an impoverished colony. 
But Dr. Jagan remains a fervent socialist and 
admirer of Fidel Castro. Only history can 
show whether he will contain socialism within 
democratic rules, but if he represents the 
popular will of the Guianese, history will 
soon show that. 


Embattled Peace Corps 


Officials of the Peace Corps are well ad- 
vised to stand firm against congressional de- 
mands for the expulsion of a 21-year-old vol- 
unteer, Charles S. Kamen. The problem is not 
so much whether Kamen is a fit member of 
the corps—that will be determined during 
his training period—but whether the morale 
of the corps is to be damaged at the outset 
by a demonstration of weakness on the part 
of its leaders. . 

What did Kamen do? A group of Florida 
residents complained that he: laughed and 
applauded “at the wrong times” during a 
showing of the phony anti-Communist film, 
“Operation Abolition,” at a Miami Rotary 
Club meeting last Dec. 29. Later he tried to 
gain the floor to point out “inaccuracies,” but 
was ejected from the meeting without being 
allowed to speak. We are entirely sympa- 
thetic with Kamen’s reaction to the film; but 
whether his acts evidenced the proper tem- 
perament for a young man who is to repre- 
sent the United States overseas is another 
matter, 

That, however, should become apparent as 
Kamen undergoes the psychological and other 
tests required of all candidates. A Peace 
Corps officer says “you may be sure that we 
will not send overseas a person who is emo- 
tionally immature.” Kamen, a graduate of 
Brandeis University, where he was president 
of the Student Council, had excellent recom- 
mendations for the Peace Corps. He has ex- 
pressed regret for his conduct at the Rotary 
meeting. 

Actually, the matter would seem of little 
consequence were it not for the fact, as 
Thomas Ottenad of the Post-Dispatch Wash- 
ington Bureau reports, that congressional op- 
ponents of the Peace Corps may exploit the 
incident to discredit the organization. Debate 
begins this week on legislation to give the 
corps permanent status. It would be unfortu- 
nate— and incredible—if the Corps should 
be damaged by such an incident. 


War Chest, Handle Carefully 


When it comes to campaign funds, mem- 
bers of Congress seem to suffer from a strange 
lethargy. Either they don’t care who finances 
their campaigns and how; or they are afraid 
that if they tightened up the rules, they 
might find themselves with empty war chests. 

The late Senator Hennings tried time and 
again to change this. Senator Long, his suc- 
cessor, introduced -a bill modeled on one 
which Senator Hennings got through the Sen- 
ate, but no farther. Now this has been so 
watered down by the Senate Elections Sub- 
committee that it is possible to say only that 
it is better than nothing. 

The subcommittee struck out, for example, 
a provision applying it to primaries, which are 
tantamount to election in some states. It 
rejected a $10,000-a-year limit on an individ- 
ual’s political contributions, and it eliminated 
the requirement of reports from state and 
local committees, although it did require 
committees operating in two or more states 
to list contributors of $100 or more. It also 
proposed an income tax exemption for po- 
litical contributions up to $10. If that were 
to become law—and if it induced more small 
contributions—it would be an advance. 

But the Long bill, excellent as introduced, 
amounts to little as rewritten. So one cannot 
regret that its chances are slim. How long is 
it going to take Congress to remove the 
shadow of slush, boodle and favor-seeking 
from the elections? 


Tough Job for the U.N. 

The United Nations Assembly is opening 
a special session “to find a way out” of the 
French-Tunisian impasse in Bizerte. Hope- 
fully, it will not be accompanied by violence 
such as that of the middle of July when more 
than 600 were killed in the fierce French re- 
action to a Tunisian demonstration. 

At the time it was asked why President 
Bourguiba, in calling for the protest, took the 
risk involved. But last week he called for an- 
other demonstration which led to another 
clash on Saturday — fortunately with less 
bloody results. Differences such as this are 
charged with emotion. Reasonable as Bour- 
guiba has been in the past, he apparently 
cannot completely control the situation, as 
the cure calls for removal of the cause. But 
this is not helped by French disdain where 
there is at least a French obligation to nego- 
tiate. 

The African and Asian friends of Tunisia 
are presenting a moderate resolution. As in 
the Security Council last month, they call 
for withdrawal of French forces to the posi- 
tions occupied before the fighting. They also 
would have the Assembly recognize Tunisia’s 
right to call for total withdrawal of French 
forces in accord with its grant of independ- 
ence, and they want the two countries to 
begin negotiations to this end. 

Their resolution avoids condemnation of 
the French. Perhaps the Russians will at- 
tempt to amend it, Yet their chances. are 
slim if the majority agrees with the Pakis- 
tani representative that “the object is not 
to apportion blame but to find a way out.” 
He is also right, however, in saying that 
France’s presence at the special session 
would “help the atmosphere.” But so far, in 
line with De Gaulle’s unconcealed contempt 
for the U.N., the French have been boycotting 
this “interference” in their affair. 

Other Western governments, however, do 
not take the same high and mighty air. They 
had hoped they might be spared the embar- 
rassment of having to walk the narrow line 

_ between a strategic ally and the new, uncom- 
mitted states by a direct French-Tunisian 
settlement prior to the U.N. session. France, 
however, made only a tentative gesture or 
two. So unless there is a quick turn-about in 
Paris, France’s allies face another uncom- 
fortable experience. De Gaulle does not seem

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Painted Into a Corner? 


Extension of Common Market to Whole Free World Urged by Democratic Congressman 


From a House Address by 


Rep. Henry S. Reuss, Wisconsin 


For the past five years the United 
States has been busy painting itself 
into a corner, 


On the one hand, we have helped 
bring into being the Common Market— 
Benelux, West Germany, France, Italy 
and perhaps Greece—a customs union 
which by Jan. 1, 1970, will have elimi- 
nated internal tariffs and will have an 
external common tariff which sharply 
discriminates against the United States 
and the rest of the free world. 

On the other hand, we have been 
encouraging the United Kingdom, and 

the other European 
Free Trade Associ-

Denmark, Norway, 
of Sweden, Switzer- 


land, Austria, Por- 
tugal, and perhaps 
Finland — to give 
up European Free 
Trade Association and join the Com- 
mon Market. The United Kingdom has 
now said that she will. The rest of the 
European Free Trade Association coun- 
tries will shortly be lining up for mem- 
berships in the Common Market, too. 
So now we have our heart’s desire. 


The point I want to make is that, if 
the United States does nothing more 
than watch a Europe-wide Common 
Market keep out our exports by dis- 
criminatory tariffs, the consequences 
for us and the rest of the free world 
will be economically harmful and po- 
litically divisive. 

The United States needs to export 
more—in order to remedy our pay- 
ments deficit, in order to cure our 
7 per cent unemployment rate, and in 
order to enjoy a more favorable rate 
of economic growth than we have had 
in recent years. 

The Six and the Seven are a vitally 
important United States export market. 
Last year they took 30 per cent of all 
United States commercial exports. Un- 
less we are kept out by tariff walls, 
our exports to the Six and the Seven 
should increase, since Western Europe 
has the fastest growing purchasing 
power in the free world. 

But if nature is allowed to take its 
course, our exports to the Six and the 
Seven will be seriously hampered. As

States exports are going to find it 
heavier going in Western Europe, both 
through keener competition and the 
necessity for scaling external tariff 
barriers. 

Furthermore, Western Europe may 
well find that its lower costs will en- 
able it to obtain a larger share of the 
world export market outside Europe, 
at our expense. 

On top of the discriminations inher- 
ent in the internal tariff’s removal, the 
common external tariff of the Common 
Market, as expanded, will produce fur- 
ther difficulties for us and the rest of 
the free world. 

The common external tariff is the 
simple arithmetical average of the 
duties prevailing in the constituent 
countries as of the date of the institu- 
tion of the Common Market. Using 
the arithmetic average, rather than a 
weighted average depending on the 
amount of goods that has actually 
moved, or could reasonably be expect- 
ed to move, is very detrimental to us. 

While countries like Benelux and 
West. Germany. have generally low 
tariffs, countries like France and Italy 
have very high tariffs, frequently so 
high that no goods of ours could come 
through. An arithmetical average, 
therefore, will mean thet our trade 
with the low-tariff countries will be 
considerable hurt, without our trade 
with the high-tariff countries necessari- 
ly being helped in equivalent amount. 

Is there not some way in which West- 
ern Europe can be given the spark of 
economic competition and of a large 
free market, and by which Germany 
can be bound to the West, without set- 


Between Book Ends Land Reforms in Latin 


LATIN AMERICAN ISSUES: ESSAYS 
‘AND COMMENTS, edited by Albert 
©. Hirschman. (Twentieth Century 
Fund, 201 pgs., $1.45.) 


This collection ef 12 papers written 
by Latin American specialists is a 
useful presentation of some of the 
main issues facing Latin America to- 
day. Particularly pertinent is the one 
dealing with land reform, by Thomas 
F. Carroll, a staff member of the Food 
and Agriculture Organization. Viewing 
Mexico, Bolivia, Guatemala, Cuba and 
Venezuela as case studies, Mr. Carroll 
concludes that “the central focus of 
land reforms in Latin America has 
been and will continue to be a sub- 
stantial redistribution of rights of land 
in favor of the masses of cultivating 
farmers, and a corresponding shift in 
power and _ income - producing ca- 
pacity.” | | 

He asks the rhetorical question: 
“What are the chances for ‘peaceful, 
democratically planned reforms?’” 


His answer: The past is not encourag- 
ing, “‘yet the picture is not without 
hope.” He suggests that the aid policy 
of the United States Government will 
help determine the outcome. Quoting 
the Act of Bogota of 1960, Mr. Carroll 
says that for the first time an impor- 
tant policy document. actually spells 
out the need for land reform. 

Will it come in time? None of these 
essays is overly optimistic. Indeed, 
most are genuinely pessimistic. But 
all of them hold out some hope. 

At this critical juncture in Latin 
American development, studies such 
as this one are most helpful and re- 
warding. It should get wide circu- 
lation.

The Common Market holds out for 
us not only dahger, but opportunity. 
Though we may have painted ourselves 
into a corner by our espousal af the 
Common Market and its expansion, we 
cannot retreat into discriminatory pro- 
tectionism ourselves. What we need 
to do, rather, is to consider proposing 
to our leading industrial trading part- 
ners represented in GATT the forma- 
tion of a free world Common Market, 
in which each adhering member would 
agree to cut tariffs on industrial goods 
10 per cent a year for the next 10 years, 
down to zero. 

By thus generalizing to the whole 
free world the presently discrimina- 
tory tariff reductions of the Six and 
the Seven, we could at one stroke re- 
tain the good of the Common Market 
and get rid of the bad. 

As with the present Common Market, 
agricultural goods are another matter, 
and there the goal should be painstak- 
ing and steady negotiation to move 
away from autarchy and toward com- 
parative advantage in free world farm 
policy. 

I am convinced that as bold an ap- 
proach as a free world Common Mar- 
ket is necessary if we are not to cast 
aside the principle of an expanding 
free world trade which we have es- 
poused ever since 1934. 

The momentum to trade liberaliza- 
tion given by the Common Market, 
and by its expansion, must be seized 
by us and directed to the benefit of 
the whole free world. 

It will help us. Currently, our ex- 
ports are running at the rate of around 
$20 billion a year, our imports at the 
rate of around $15 billion. Expanded 
free world trade is by far our best hope 
of balancing our international pay- 
ments, and of causing a sustained in- 
dustrial boom and an end to mass un- 
employment in this country. We have 
much more to gain than to lose. 

Most important of all, a Free World 
Common Market would restore a sense 
of forward motion to the whole. free 
world. Its 10-year goal of free trade 
could cause an economic surge forward 
unparalleled in Western history. 

It would be the best possible answer 
to Khrushchev’s challenge of competi- 
tive coexistence — particularly if it 
could be pointed out to the people of 
the Communist. world that the bless- 
ings of free trade could be theirs, too, 
whenever their rulers saw fit to call 
off their expansionist ideas.

John Crosby 
World Is Full of 


Unused Balconies 


LONDON, Aug. 21. 
ONE OF THE MOST CUTTING and concise descriptions 
ef modern architecture I’ve read was Ian Fleming’s assess- 
ment of Corbusier’s Hansa settlement in West Berlin written 
for the Sunday Times of London, 
RE eR eR “The new face is the 
new face we are all com- 
ing to know—the upended 
packet-of-fags design for 
the maximum number of 
people to live in the mini- 
mum amount of space, 
“The system treats the 
human being as a six-foot 
cube of flesh and breath- 
ing space and fits him with 
exquisite economy into 
steel and concrete shells. 
He is allotted about three 
times the size of his cube 
for his bed sitter (bed- 
room-livingroom) once his 
cube for his bathroom, and 
once for his kitchen. So 
that he won’t hate this 
cellular existence too 
much, he is. well-warmed 
and lighted, and he is pro- 
vided with a chute in the 
wall through which he can dispose of the muck of his life— 
cartons, newspapers, love letters and gin bottles, the last 
chaotic remains of his architecturally undesirable non-cube 
life. These untidy bits of him are consumed by some great 
iron stomach in the basement.” 
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JOHN CROSBY 


The Berliners, however anxious to clamber out 
of their ruins into a new home, are inclined to agree, 
he wrote. When they heard of Corbusier’s new plan, 
they christened him the devil with thick spectacles; 
and his 2000-person apartment house—if it can be so 
called—is still ungratefully known as “the Living 
Machine.” 


These upended packet-of-fags apartment houses are all 
over the world now—Paris, Berlin, New York, Los Angeles, 
Tel Aviv, Buenos Aires, I suppose even Tokyo, though I’ve 
not been there. The glaring single feature of each of these 
anthills is the balcony. There is no space for humans to put 
their feet on the ground, so everyone is allotted a balcony to 
look at the stars. But no one ever sits on these balconies. 

I have searched these balconies in Madrid, Paris, Berlin, 
Caracas and Fifth Avenue. I’ve never seen a soul. The world 
is loaded with unoccupied balconies, thousands of miles of 
empty balconies, sort of vast unsung revolt against these 
damned “‘Living Machines.” 


The alternative to the “Living Machine” in an 
overcrowded city is Britain’s new towns, one of the 
great social experiments of all time. Britain’s fifteen 
new towns are built almost from scratch (around the 
kernel of an existing small town) with their own 
industries, residential neighborhoods, schools, shopping 
centers (some of which are getting uncomfortably 
popular with the surrounding countryside which they 
weren’t designed to serve). The key to the new 
towns is employment. These are not meant to be 
suburbs, with the man of the house commuting to 
London. A man lives and works in the same town. 


Britain’s 15 new towns, now nearing completion, are, 
of course, a planner’s paradise and again you run into the 
_eternal struggle between planner and the cussedness of the 
individual. Wyndham Thomas, director of Britain’s Town and 
Country Planning Association, which has done much of the 
brain work behind.the new towns and the green belt, told me 
there had been psychiatric problems, especially among women, 
in moving to the gleaming new garden cities which are to 
my eye a little too clean and neat and—well—too planned. 
There has been a terrible struggle against monotony but it 
has not always béen successful. But the squares and open 
spaces and meadowlands are lovely. 


_ When an industry decides to move to a new town, 
about 70 per cent of its employees decide to go along. 
Thirty per cent don’t want to move from wherever 
théy are. The proportion of young families in new 
towns is considerably higher than in the older com- 
munities and the healthy and the unmistakably happy 
appearance of children is a difficult argument for the 
non-planners to surmount. 


Still, not every one is in love with the new towns. Quite a 
fuss was kicked up in the press by a book called “‘Family and 
Kinship in East London,” which said that few people wish to 
leave London’s dirty, over-crowded, but colorful East end, 
“They are attached to mum and dad, to the markets, to the 
pubs and settlements, to the club rooms and the London Hos- 
pital.” The separation of mum from her young married daugh- 
ter who has been transplanted to a new town has caused 
anguish in mum-loving Britain. 


The planners have retorted to this that the social 
life of the slums is not a precious flower to be in- 
flicted on the children and their children forevermore. 
The emotional disturbances, says Wyndham Thomas, 
are temporary, the first three years being the difficult 
ones. Anyhow the argument is academic. John Smith 
may like Bethnal Green just as it is, but, with the 
population explosion, it’s not going to stay as it is. 
Life in a tall block of cells at 120 persons to the acre 
in 1960 is hardly going to resemble life in a street of 
two-story houses built in 1860, 


As between the living machines and the new garden cities, 
there is no comparison.

PERCENTAGE PLAYS are by 
no means guaranteed to succeed. 
They are not expected to do 
more than the term implies, that 
is: within the long run. It is 
possible for the right percent- 
age play to lose, and the wrong 
percentage play to win. 

Here is a sad case to bear out 
the statement. The deal occurred 
in the match between Canada 
and Great Britain last year in 
Turin. 

South was Terrence Reese, 
playing with Boris Schapiro. 
They arrived at five clubs. The 
Canadian West, Sam Kehela, led 
a spade. East, Eric Murray, won 
with the ace and returned the 


seven of diamonds. 

Reese played the queen and 
won the king with the ace. The 
ace of clubs lead then revealed 
the 4-0 trump break. Reese now 
gave up a diamond in order to 
be able to ruff a spade later, 
and West took the trick with 
the jack and returned a dia- 
mond. 

Reese ruffed, trumped a 
spade, cashed the Q-J of clubs, 
and led a low heart. By this 
time he was convinced that East 
had started with four hearts and 
West with one, and since this 
made the odds at least 4 to 1 
that East had the queen, Reese 
finessed the jack. The percent- 
age play lost, however, when 
West won with the queen, and 
Reese wound up going down 
three after West returned a dia- 
mond. 

At the other table, where 
Bruce Gowdy and Bruce Elliott 
held the North-South cards for 
Canada, they reached six clubs. 
Again a spade was led and again 
a diamond was returned to the 
ace. 

Elliott could not afford to give 
up a diamond in order to get a 
spade ruff and a count on the 
hearts. He had to try and make 
six, not five. So he drew four 
rounds of trumps and led the 
ace of hearts, intending next 
to finesse for the queen. 

But West played the queen on 
the ace and Elliott breezed home 
with 12 tricks.

{ Pico-Dollar Bet 


Means Murder 


Second in a series of articles 
excerpted from “A Two-Dollar 
Bet Means Murder,” a study of 
the unholy alliance between gam- 
bling and crime.

IN A COUNTY SEAT in upstate 
New York, a criminal court case 
was almost ready to go to the 
jury. 

The judge called a recess be- 
fore delivering his charge, and 
in the lull, the lawyer for the 
defendant strolled out into the 
corridor, nodding to acquaint- 
ances, joking with friends — and 
occasionally pocketing money. 

The lawyer was a bookmaker, 
and his place of business on this 
particular day was in the very 
halls of the courthouse! 

While doing a brisk business in 
illegal bets, the lawyer-bookmak- 
er spotted an acquaintance and 
competitor, another bookie. They 
greeted each other, and standing 
there in the so-called hall of jus- 
tice, they discussed the irony of 
the situation. 

“What a laugh this is!” said 
the lawyer-bookmaker. ‘‘Here I 
am, in the midst of trying a crim- 
inal case, and while I’m waiting 
for the judge to get his instruc- 
tions to be read to the jury, I’m 
out here taking bets.’’ 

The two laughed. Then the sin- 
gle-profession bookmaker asked 
the lawyer-bookmaker: “Well, is 
it hard to get convicted for book- 
making?” 

The lawyer chuckled and said: 
“Don’t worry about it, they will 
never convict you. Just be care- 
ful. Don’t let them see any rec- 
ords.” After reflecting a mo- 
ment, he added: ‘Well, even if 
you are caught, there is really 
no worry. They once did send 
some guys to jail here, but the 
case wound up getting thrown 
out of court anyhow.” 

New York investigators, listen- 
ing in on a wiretapped phone, 
heard the lawyer-bookie chuckle 
as he related this encounter to 
an acquaintance that same 
night. 

Later William Walsh recounted 
the story at Commission of In- 
vestigation hearings in the 
spring of 1960. 


The commissioners, them- 
selves lawyers, were plainly 
shocked. ‘‘You mean,” one of 


them asked Walsh, “‘that this 
lawyer was actually also a book- 
maker?”’ 

Walsh assured the commission 
that this was indeed the case 
and that the lawyer had been 
arrested -subsequently for book- 
making. The idea that a lawyer 
—‘‘a representative of the court” 
—should not only be a bookmak- 
er but should ply his trade in 
the very courthouse represented, 
Walsh said, the most shocking 
single example of complete: con- 
tempt for the law that was un- 
covered in the New York investi- 
gation. 


One of the great fascinations 
of the investigations lies in the 
revelation of the essential dis- 
honesty of the gambling rack- 
ets. 

The delusion that the pro- 
fessional gambler is a gentle- 
man lawbreaker quickly evap- 
orates in the face of the evi- 
dence: gambling is a dirty 
business, run by crooks who 
have no intention of giving the 
sucker a chance. 


From the standpoint of the op- 
erators, the very term ‘‘gambl- 
ing” is a misnomer; there is no 
gamble in gambling from their 
vantage point, there is only the 
remorseless robbing of fools who 
are deluded into believing they 
have a chance. 

You heag much talk about 
‘honest houses” and “honest

percentages,” but the New York 
inquiry showed that these games 
are almost always rigged. 


The\mecbanics of such rigging 
were Wvidly illustrated in a 
seizure made during the raids. 
In one bookie establishment, the 
raiders found an 80-page cata- 
logue, distributed by a Chicago 
firm that has evidently built a 
profitable business out of manu- 
facturing crooked devices to 
help gamblers fleece the suck- 
ers, 

The manufacturer, of course, 
disclaimed any intent “‘to per- 
petuate a fraud,” but then went 
on to describe just how handy 
his devices would be to a man 
with unbridled: larceny in his 
heart. 


Advertisements in the catalogue 
described the virtues of crooked 
dice, loaded dice, dice that have 
particular points that will come 
up more frequently than others, 
card spreaders, card holdouts, 
marked decks and contact lenses 
for reading marked cards. 


The rigged dice sold from $10 
to $30 a set. 


“We cannot recommend these 
dice too highly for taking care 
of dangerous front-line play,” 
the catalogue proclaimed, de- 
scribing the virtues of a particu- 
lar set. Of another, it boasted: 
“These dice will stand close in- 
spection and get by in fast 
company.” 

Of still another: ‘This set will 
give the banker or fader a very 
strong percentage, no switch- 
ing. .~ .” The firm also highly 
recommended a device that 
could be attached to the lower 
part of the coat, where it held 
and concealed a pair of loaded 
dice until a crucial moment. 
‘‘Lower your hand and, presto, 
like magic, you have switched 
another pair of dice into your 
hand, It takes very little prac- 
tice to be an expert switcher 
in a few minutes,”’ the catalogue 
assured its customers. 


Cards were rigged with equal 
ingenuity. The manufacturer’s 
catalogue described and illus- 
trated “contact lens cards 
that cannot be seen with the

The lips of potential witnesses 
are buttoned. In cases involv- 
ing major gang lords, key wit- 
nesses are Often simply erased. 
This is the rule of terror, this 
is the law of the gun that backs 
up the multi-billion dollar gam- 
bling rackets of America; and 
the chain, from corner hand- 
book to the pinnacle of syndi- 
cate power, was clearly deline- 
ated in the New York investiga- 
tion. 

In the face of such evidence 
it becomes pertinent to inquire 
how the courts of New York 
State performed following the 
most perfectly executed raids 
ever launched against the state’s 
bookmakers. The answer is, un- 
fortunately, that they performed 
very badly. 

Punishment was imposed so 
gently and considerately that 
the courts gave the.impression 
they were dealing with men 


seized in a street-corner scuffle. 

By April 1960, when the New 
York commission held its fub- 
lic hearings, the judicial atti- 
tude had become glaringly ap- 
parent. By that time, 52 cases

had been disposd of — 51 on 
guilty pleas, one by dismissal. 

Of the guilty, 41 were ‘‘pun- 
ished”’ by fines ranging from $5 
to $500 and totaling a mere $11,- 
690; five had fines or jail sen- 
tences actually suspended, suf- 
fering not even a slap on the 
wrist; and three were _ still 
awaiting sentence. 

“Only two men actually went 
to jail; and those two, for’ 30 
Gave: . 3” Weim said. “in 
many instances, those book- 
makers had long and extensive 
criminal records, ranging from 
murder (to) narcotics and white- 
slaving. Despite these criminal 
records, they received only 
minimal fines.” 

It goes without saying that the 
average citizen would be pun- 
ished more severely if he were 


convicted of speeding or litter- 
ing the highway. It is custom 
ary to excuse the judiciary for 


its leniency by saying that the 
importance of the gambling is- 
sue is not properly understood, 
If it is ignorance, however, 
there should be even less ex- 
cuse for it in the future.

Surgery on New Baby 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: I read about a baby that was 
operated on for an upside-down stomach when only 12 hours 
old. What signs would show this?

Upside-diown stom- 
ach is due to defects 
in the diaphragm. In 
general it can be called 
a diphragmatic hernia, 
which is a flaw that 
can vary from mild to 
very severe. 

If it reaches a stage 
at which it can be 
called an upside-down 
stomach, the organ has 
been forced up (or al- 
lowed to rise) inte the

left chest. In severe cases the stomach is really 
upside-down, 


There are a number of signs which can raise suspicion 
that this situation is present in a newborn baby—breathing 
difficulties, poor color, bulging left chest wall. When the baby 
is old enough to eat, feeding difficulties are apparent. Once 
suspected, it is confirmed swiftly enough by X-ray. 

This is not a common defect in newborn babies, but ft 
ls found often enough to keep doctors and nurses watching 
for signs that call for more elaborate examination. 


With this particular trouble (hernia involving the 
diaphragm) it is entirely possible for some cases to 
be of little significance and cause no symptoms or 
distress of any kind. In other cases, symptoms may 
appear later in life, and may or may not require 
surgery. 


As for operating on babies only a few hours old—~—well, I 
must confess that it still seems hard to believe, even though 
I well know that it is possible, and that babies tolerate such 
surgery very well and often are squirming around like per- 
fectly normal little ones in a surprisingly short time. Some 
surgeons have said that it feels like ‘‘operating on a canary 
bird” at first, but they become used to dealing with the tiny 
organs. 


Indeed, in some instances it is imperative that 
surgery be performed at once. From time to time the 
esophagus may be drastically narrowed or even closed 
off, or there may be a disturbance in breathing. Hence 
repairing it is essential right away if the baby is te 
live. 

: Such operations as these have saved a 
number of babies who otherwise would have died in 
a matter of days. 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: A doctor once told me I had an 
exceptionally small heart, but that was all he said about it. 
Can thig be bad? I’m very active. Should I take things 
easier? N. L. 

That’s nothing to worry about. Position and apparent 
size will vary depending on the patient’s build.

Mirrors Reflect Beauty

MIRRORS ARE MORE and 
more proving their ability to do 
wonders. Architecturally, they 
are invaluable in improving the 
efficiency and appearance of a 
room. Applied to a whole wall, 
they not only enlarge space, 
but, in dark areas, magnify the 
light.
